It is asserted that three of the great 
powers of Europe have given assur- 
ance to Spain that if she permits a 
peaceful settlement of her troubles 
with the United States and prevents 
the war which all Europe fears, these 
powers will guarantee the preserva- 
tion of the dynasty, no matter what 
may follow. 

France, Austria and Germany aré named 
as the three powers which have given this 
assurance. The assurance means that in 
case of any carlist uprising they would see 
interests of the reigning house 
was cared for. 

The certainty that congress would 
brook no further delay and that the 
executive would soon be forced to ac- 
tion has operated toward stirring up 
‘the peace elements to almost superhu- 
man efforts. 

The surface tndications tonight look fa- 
vorable to them, but if there is no back- 
down on the part of Spain, the president 
will at least have to quit. wobbling and 
take some decided position. 

Rumor Afloat About! Pope Causes Talk 

This rumor of papal mediation cast a 
heavy damper on Washington today. That 
statement carried by the Associated Press 
bore so thoroughly the ear marks of au- 
thority that many people felt it must be 
true. While it was vigorously denied, as I 
have stated, the disposition to believe that 
it might be true took hold even of some 
of the leading republicans and wherever 
they talked about thig particular matter 
there were rather sulphurous' references 
to the man who is representing the govern- 
ment at Madrid. 

It may be that General Woodford 
made no such suggestions to the Span- 
ish government, but the impression is 
So strong here that our negotiations 
have been characterized ‘by great 
bungling that even republicans are 
willing to believe almost anything 
possible.

London, April 4.—Detalls have been ob- 
tained by the Associated Press of the man- 
ufacture of submarine mines in London 
for Spain, which was first brought to the 
attention of the United States embassy 
and cabled to the Associated Press on 
March 6th. 

A man whose cards described him as 
being an electrical engineer, and whose 
name was forwarded at the time to Wash- 
ington, then said he sold to Spanish officers 
in London several years ago a large num- 
ber of mines, eight or ten of which were 
placed in Havana harbor. 

He said they were made in a special 
way, had a specially constructed cable, 
which he can identify if the smallest 
piece is produced, and he added that 
some of the mines were fixei so that 
they could be fired from a fort, while 
two of them had bulbs so arranged 
that they would explode upon a vessel 
coming into contact with them. 

The man added, however, he did not be- 
lieve the bulbs would be used in water as 
shallow as that of Havana harbor. Finally 
the man exhibited plans of one of these 
mines which he said was the most likely 
to produce the effect described as causing 
the wreck of the Maine. It was numbered 
“2?” and was constructed to contain 800 
pounds of gun cotton, 

Lieutenant Commander J. C. Colwell, the 
United States naval attache, has since in- 
vestigated the matter, and has made a 
report on the subject to the United States 
government. 

The facts learned strongly tend to 
show that Havana harbor was mined 
and they unquestionably prove tiat 
Spain purchased mines for that pur- 
pose. — 

The firm of Lattimer, Rhodes & Clark, 
electrical engineers, during 1887-88, filled a 
large order for Spain of a lot of mines, in 
which were used fourteen and a half tons 
of gun cotton. The work was directly un- 


and Captain Bustamente. The latter was 
then the head of the Spanish torpedo 
school. By order of thése officers, the 
mines were divided into four consignments, 
for Havana, Ferrol, Cadiz and Carthagena. 
The mines were manufactured under the 
direction of J. P. Gibbons, after Gibbons’s 
patents, which are described in Siemen’s 
book on torpedoes and mines. 

Gibbons, from whom a representative of 
the Associated Press obtains the informa- 
tion, and who furnished to Lieutenant 
Commander Colwell a written statement 
of the above facts and outlined his theory 
of the explosion which wrecked the Maine, 
was then employed by the firm as super- 
intendent of the torpedo department. He 


(also says a similar lot of torpedoes was 


manufactured for Spain in 1896. 

The manager of the Westminster 
Engineering Company, which is the 
successor of the aforementioned firm, 
and with which Gibbons is con- 


oo 
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nected, confirms the latter’s statement | 


as to the manufacture of mines for 
Spain. 

Gibbons, who is a formef sergeant of 
engineers and a government inspector of 
torpedoes, believes the Maine’s first ex- 
plosion was caused by what is technically 
called a ground mine, containing 500 pounds 
of gun cotton, several of which were man- 
ufactured for Spain. He has experimented 
with these mines largely at Portsmouth, 
and says that, once laid, they retain their 
properties for fifty years. _ 

In addition, Gibbons asserts that it is 


absolutely impossible for them to explode 


accidentally, as the electric currents for 
their explosion are formed only by the 
manipulation of a complicated key boa d 
especially devised to prevent accidents. — 

Three keys are necessary, which are ae 
ways kept in the possession of different 
pfficers, and. even if an outsider obtained 
possession of them, it would be impossible 
to manipulate the key board without in- 
structions. 

Gibbons further says the mines and their 
connecting cables are numbered, and he 
asserts he would be able to identify them 
if any part is secured.

Presiden Completed That Long 
Looked for Docoment, 


IT SUITS CABINET MEMBERS 


‘Paper Was Read at a Special Meeting 


Held Last Night 


TIS A VERY EXPLICIT STATEMENT 


Consular Reports Will Not Be Sent 
to Congress with the Message, 
but the Salient Points Have 
All Been Covered by 
President. 


Washington, March 4.—The president has 
completed his Cuban message and it will 
be presented to congress on Wednesday. 
Secretary Long, after the special cabinet 
meeting, tonight authorized the Associated 
Press to make this statement. 

The message, which in itself ts long, will 
not be accompanied by the consular re- 
ports dealing with the state of affairs in 
Cuba. These will go to the committee on 
foreign relations of the senate for their 
private information and will not be made 
public just now. 

The diplomatic correspondence between 
the United States and Spain will not be 
submitted at present. 
after 11 o’clock and was devoted enttrely 
to the careful reading and discussion of 
the draft of his message. Every member 
was present. 

The document was gone over point 
by point and met the approval of the 
cabinet in every material respect. 

The cabinet meeting lasted from 8 till 

The only changes were in a few points of 
verbiage. 

When the meeting was over and the 
members dispersed there was @ general 
air of relief and satisfaction on all faces 
as though the air had been cleared of 
doubt and the members, firmly resolved 
on what they deemed the proper course of 
action, had set out to follow the course to 
its logical conclusion. The suspense evi- 
dently was over. 

Secretary Long apparently had been dep- 
uted as spokesman for the meeting and 
gave the above brief statement. As to the 
character of the message he refused to 
speak. 

‘“‘While I can say nothing explicit,” 
said-he, ‘‘concerning the details of the 
méssage, I may say it is a strong, 
explicit statement and one with which 
congress will be thoroughly in ac- 


' cord.’’ 


It was suggested that congress was pret- 
ty thoroughly in accord with the Foraker 
resolution, but nothing more explicit could 
be obtained. 

It is understood that while the consular 
reports on Cuba are withheld from the pub- 
lic for the present out of regard for their 
authors, who are still in Cuba, their 
publication is not deemed essential by the 
cabinet. One member in discussing this 
point said: 

“They contain only information which 
has by this time been quite thoroughly pre- 
sented to the public from other sources.”

We are told by the same wit- 
nesses that it is not uncommon to See little 
at the markets every 
morning, where they have crawled to beg 
food to save them from starvation. Is it 
any wonder that the junior senator from 
Vermont has said on the floor of this cham- 
ber: ‘It is no longer war or peace there, 
but it is desolation and distress, misery 
and starvation.’ I have not yet heard an 
argument advanced that Spain is likely 
to subdue the insurgents, but on the con- 
trary, the facts would. indicate that the 
only way she can ever again obtain com- 
plete control of this island is to extermindve 
the Cubans. 

“The insurgents {n the mountains are 
likely to be able to protract the struggle 
for years to.come. This means there is no 
end to the war fcr years to come, it means 
the distress and starvation and the effu- 
sion of blood must continue for an indefi- 
‘nite period of time, and no one can tell the 
result. It would doubtless, if let alone, re- 
sult in either independence to the Cubans 
or their total destruction. No thoughtful 
Man can expect to see any permanent peace 
between Spain and Cuba until Spain shall 
relinguish her right to govern the {sland 
and leave Cuba to be free.

Under the gen- 
eral rule of international law the United 
States would not be permitted and could 
not justify anv interference with the inter- 
nal affairs of Spain, Non-interference is the 
great established rule of international] law, 
but there are exceptions to all general rules. 
Nations in declaring and carrying on war, 
both internal and external, are bound to 
conduct such wars in accordance with the 
prineiples of civilized warfare. 


Intervention a Duty. 


“The first question to be considered, have 
we a right under international law to tn- 


sent conditions? Clearly, to my mind, we 
not only have the right to interfere. but it 
is our Christian duty to do so. Mr. Hall, 
an international law writer of eminent abil- 
ity, names one of the exceptions to the 
General rule of non-interference and dis- 
tinctly says: ‘Interference against) wrong- 
doing, immoral acts, massacres and bfutal- 
ity are not only permissible, but justifiable.’ 
: “The same distinguished author tells us 
intervention for the purpose of checking 
tyranny, stopping the effusion of blood. or 
helping a people to free themselves from an 
inhumane and tyrannical government is re- 
garded with favor.’ Dr. W neaiton, another 
international law writer of high standing 
and respectability, Says, ‘interference is 
justified where the genera] interest of hu- 
manity is infringed by the excesses of a 
barbarous and déspotic government.’ Mr. 
Vattell says, ‘humanity revolts against a 
sovereign who without necessity or without 
any powertul reason, lavishes the blood of 
his most faithful subjects ana exposes his 
people to the calamities of war, when he 
has it in his power to maintain them in the 
enjoyment of honorable and salutary 
peace. 
“Spain is responsible to God and the 
country for the effusion of blood and the 
distress and starvation now existing on the 
island of Cuba., History and international 
law furnishes to us almost a parallel case 
to the one now Submitted to us for our 
consideration. The student of histarv {is 
familiar with the character of the hlood- 
thirsty and war-like nature of the Turks 
The strugele between the Greeks and the 
Turks tn 1827 was of such a crue] and bar- 
barous character jas to finally attract the 
attention of the civilizeqa world.

“The heartless and cruel 
show no quarter to the mild anda amiable 
Greeks. It was some time before the senti- 
ment of the Christian nations raised thefr 
voices in behalf of suffering humanity, iust 
as it has been in the sufferings of Cuba. but 
when you once arouse public sympathy ifn 
behalf of justice and oppression. the senti- 
ment of a civilized, tron-hearted Christian 
people will always come to the relief of the 
distressed and administer to the wants of 
the suffering and forever crush and grind 
to powder tyranny and oppression, 


Other Countries Aroused. 


“Great Britain, France and Russia were 
aroused to action on account of this crue! 
and barbarous warfare, and determined if 
possible, to put an end to ft. They deter- 
mined to do this solely on the ground of 
humanity. They at first did not declare war 
against either country. They determined, 
if possible, to put an end to it by friendly 
means, but {ff it could not be accomplished 
by this means, then to forcibly stop it and 
to give to the Greeks independence and self 
government. What course did they pur- 
sue? 

“The three great European powers for 
humanity’s sake determined to mediate in 
behalf of peace, to offer and use their 
friendly assistance to stop the effusion of 
blood. During these pending negotiations 
and the offer to mediate, they asked both 
the Turks and the Greeks to declare an 
armistice for thirty days, that the three 
great European powers might use their 
good influences to adjust and settle the con- 
flict so furiously waged between them. The 
Greeks cheerfully accepted the mediation of 
the three great powers, declared their read- 
iness to cease all hostilities, but the bloody 
Turk would not consent: he continued to 
thirst for the blood of his antagonist. 
Peaceable intervention having failed to 
etop the conflict, Great Britain, France and 
Russia determined to aid the cause of the 
Greek and end the war and the very first 
battle fought brought the Turks to their 
senses, ended the war and established the 
independence of Greece, 

“Dr. Wheaton, in his works on internsa- 
tional law, tells us that these three great 
Christian powers of Europe were eminently 
justified in their interference to rescue a 
whole nation—not merely from religious per- 
secution—but from the cruel alternative of 
being transported from their native land

What We Must Do. 

“Rut, Mr. President, I must come to the 
conclusion of my remarks. 

What 
is the duty of our government in this great 
‘emergency? We have 70,000,000 of happy 
and contented people. The first duty we 
owe is to them, to protect their lives and 
their property. Coming, as I do, from a 
southern state, I realize that the south will 
be the great sufferer in case of war between 
Spain and the United States. 

“IT know that our sea coast and.our cit- 
izens will have to bear the brunt of the 
invasion if any occurs. I realize that the 
products of/ the south, and especially her 
cotton cref, will be cheapened and great- 
ly injured in case of war. I shall not vote 
to involve them in war if we can procure 
the independene of Cuba without it. But 
I see.no real good that We can accomplish 
except to declare for independence, and if 
Spain resists it, then we will defend our 
course. It is the part of statesmanship to 
take every possible precaution and to make 
every reasonable sacrifice to prevent war. 
We were taught by our blessed Master in 
Iiis memorable sermon on the mount, 
‘Blessed are the peacemakers, for they 
shall be called the children of God.’ We 
are taught in thé same blessed old book 
that God never fails to carry out His prom- 
{ses to His afflicted children. This ts fully 
{llustrated in His~deliverance of the chil- 
dren of Israel from the bondage of Egypt 
and restoring to them the land of Canaan 
when the hosts of Pharoah perished in the 
sea. Our blessed Master came as the prince 
of peace. He has never taught us that 
peace was to be purchased at the cost of 
honor or at the sacrifice of human life in 
total disregard of the rights of humanity; 

‘While it is our first duty to protect our 
own people and save them if possible from 
the horrors of war, we cannot live alone 
to ourselves. We belong to the family of 
Christian nations and, thank God, in the 
past we have never lived alone for selfish 
purposes. The great heart of the American 
people is always right. We have ever stood 
in favor of relieving distress and suffering 
and in favor of peace and mercy. 


South Stands Ready. 


“The people of the south are conserva- 
tive, patriotic, loyal to the flag of our coun- 
try and are anxious to live in peace with 
the world, but they are also against tyran- 
ny and oppression and human butchery, 
and if they must fight to preserve the hon- 
or of the nation or to relieve the suffering 
and distress and prevent the unjust effu- 
sion of, the blood of their neighbors, they 
are not afraid to do so. They are not cow- 
ards, but are a brave, peaceable, just and 
patriotic people. What ought our country 
to do under such circumstances as exist 
now? What will we be justifiable in doing 
in sight of all Christian nations? What 
should be the policy of our government? 
If we shape a policy, it should be a justi 
one, and then we should enforce it peace- 
ably if possible, but forcibly if the policy 
cannot be peaceably accomplished. 

“We should undertake no policy that 
looks short of the independence of Cuba— 
no other policy is just—and no other rem- 
edy will cure the disease. Let it be ac- 
complished if possible by peaceable means, 
but -if it cannot be accomplished by any 
other way except by war, let us meet the 
crisis like a just, brave atai fearless peo- 
ple, and there can be but one result. Let 
us exhaust every reasonable means to ac- 
complish it by peace. Let us intervene at 
once on humanitarian grounds, and say to 
Spain and to the Cuban insurgents that 
the United States is ready to mediate be- 
tween the two parties. TAis offer on our 
part ought to be accompanied with a re- 
quest to cease hostilities for thirty days to 
permit us to settle the differences and end 
the war. Let Spain.know that no settle- 
ment will ever be satisfactory to us that 
does not give absolute independence to these 
people. During the pending negotiations, 
if our mediation is accepted, we should 
take care of the suffering Cubans. 

“If our mediation should be accepted 
by Spain we shoul@ appeal to her reason 
and statesmanship and say to her that 
tne great strusgle had been protracted at 
the sacrifice of life and treasure, and that 
it ig utterly impossible to reconcile the 
people of Cuba to the Spanish  govern- 
ment. We should say to the Spanish gov- 
ernment that the interest of humanity and 
Christian civilization demands the absolute 
freedom and independence of these people. 
We should say to Spain that due considera- 
tion for her honor and interest demanded 
the independence of these people. This 
would be friendly intervention. If Spain 
would not accept our mediation, or in case 
She did, and failed to hearken to the voice 
of reasor’‘and humanity and give these 
people ahsolute independence, then we 
would have ¢xhausted all peaceable means 
to accomplish our policy. Then we should

Cypress Junction is almost surrounded by 
water, which has overflowed the banks of 
the Wabash and is covering the entire 
country. The overflow from the broken 
dyke at Shawneetown. which bagked two 
miles inland last night, is slowly receding.

SAME AS DECLARATION OF WAR. 


Washington Post Outlines the Mes- 
sage the President Has Writtea. 

Washington, April 4—The Washington 
Post says that unless Spain within forty- 
eight more hours yields all by surrender- 
ing Cuba, war cannot be averted, It 
sums up the situation as follows: 

‘President McKinley's message to con- 
gress will be a ringing, vigorous docu- 
ment that promises to meet the full ex- 
pectation of congress and the country. It 
will be a scathing arraignment of Spain, 
showing that she has demonstrated her 
utter incapacity to govern; that her cole- 
nies have declined in population as the re 
sult of misrule and oppression: that Amer- 
ican commerce has been damaged and 
American lives and property imperiled, and 
that existing conditions should not and will 
not be tolerated by this government. 

“The destruction of the battleship Maine 
ang the slaughter of 266 off'cers and s@a- 
men serving under the United States flag 
will be commented upon in strong language 
and Spain will be held responsible for that 
disaster.

Favors Electing Rallroad Commissioners

FEES WHICH THE STATE MIGHT CEI 


The Colonel Speaks at Dalton and an 
Old Comrade Narrates a Thrill- 
ing Incident Which Recalls 
His Army Life During 
the War. 


Dalton, April 4.—(Special Staff Correspon- 
dence.)—In his second speech of the cam- 
paign, Colonel - Candler, unencumbered by 
the notes which bothered him in Rome, 
cut loose in as strong, eloquent and force- 
ful an utterance as exer left the lips and 
the heart of so good an old democrat on the 
etump. He spoke for only an hour and 
there was little in what he said to remind 
one of his first address. It was all new, 
and the happy knack he has of keeping up 
with the daily developments of the cam- 
paign and of replying to every antagonis-: 
tic ‘suggestion of his two opponents will in- 
sure him much larger audiences in future 
than if he were to fall into the familiar 
and parrot-like habit of repeating the same 
epeech over and over again. 

Moreover, the colonel showed today that 
he appreciates as fully as any one else 
does by this time that he has two men to 
do battle with, both young, vindictive and 
energetic, and he knows that they will do 
their best to keep him on the Offensive. 
But if he is worried at all he does not show 
it, and in commenting upon the tactics of 
the opposition, he speaks with unwavering 
good-humor. It is very evident that he does 
not propose to leave all of the aggressive- 
ness of the campaign to Senator Berner 
and Judge Atkinson, and in their present 
game of shaking their fists at each other 
while they belabor him, he will hereafter 
take a hand. And there is a muscle back 
of that hand hardened in the fire of a po- 
litical experience so hot that it can hit 
hard enough and often enough to make 
one believe that the colonel will not be 
the only busy candidate from now on. There 
is more fight in the old man today than 
there was in 1861—and those who knew him 
then say this is putting it pretty strong. 


Candler as a Soldier. 

For Candler as a soldier was given & 
certificate of character this morning that 
nobody will ever be inclined to dispute. 
When Judge Fite had adjourned court 
shortly before noon Dr. Charles P. Gordon, 
one of the colonel’s old comrades in arms, 
took his place on the bench to call the 
meeting to order. The big and handsome 
new courtroom was jammed from wall to 
wall and all Daiton agreed that it had 
never held so many people before. It was a 
typical north Georgia audience, too, and in 
the sea of strong, rugged, sun-tanned faces 
were many that had pressed to the front 
with the colonel ih an effort to stop Sher- 
man years ago, and they all smiled back at 
him in quick recdgnition as ‘he was escort- 
ed to the platform. 

There were cheers, too, when Dr. Gor- 
don introduced the colonel. He said: 

“I perform this morning the most pleas- 
ing duty of my life. To present to you one 
of Georgia's favorite sons, who has been 
tried in the national and the state legisla- 
ture and never been found wanting, is 
an honor which I appreciate; but to intro- 
duce to your a man who I know was as 
true and brave a soldier as ever answered 
a call to arms, ‘means more than that to 
me, for I know the man. I marched with 
him for more than three years, and was 
near him in- the bloody trenches about 
Jonesboro, when we were trying to stop the 
awful advance of Sherman. It was with 
him when a Shell exploded in his company 
and saw him. with five or six dead com- 
trades, hurled, hurt and blinded, into the 
dust. I went to him to give such medical 
attentiom-as I could and ordered him sent 
to the rear. because I saw he was badly 
wounded. But he said, ‘Doctor, I won't go 
to the réar. I’m going to etay at the 
wea. ”

Tactics of His Opponents. 

The colonel was a trifle trembly about 
the voice when he thanked Dr. Gordon for 
the kind words with which he had in- 
troduced him, and he paid a brief but elo- 
quent tribute to the Georgia soldiers, as 
he decsribed their campaign about the very 
spot from which he was speaking. He aaid 
that he needed HNttle introduction to a 
Whitfield county audience, because he saw 
before him those with whom he had 
“fought and froze and suffered and starv- 
ei’ duging the terrible days of ‘61 to ‘65. 
He had spent one winter in camp about 
Dalton, and a suggestion of one or two 
army incidents of those troublous times 
brought his hearers into thoughts of bright- 
ers things and gave to his voice its wonted 
timbre. 

Then, simply and forcefully, Ne told why 
he came before them as a candidate for 
governor. He said that his apponents had 
already charged him at various times with 
being the candidate of the newspapers, of 
the politicians, of the corporations and of 
the railroads. He said that they both knew 
the falsity of these charges, but that they 
were compelled to say something against 
him, and only confessed their lack of inge- 
nuity in falling back upon so ancient a 
plece of poltical demagoguery. He did not 
think that any one who knew him or knew 
anything about him would believe that he 
was running for governor in the interests 
of anybody or anything but the people of 
the state, whom he had served in the past, 
and to those who @id not know him now 
he said he proposed to make himself Known 
in ample time for them to form an honest 
opinion as to his integrity. 

What Brought Them Out? 

The colonel said that when he was first 
asked to run for governor he repelled the 
suggestion because he was not anxious to 
assume such grave responsibilities. But 
the’. democratic newspapers of the state 
began to urge him to stand, and the per- 
sonal pressure from strong and influential 
democrats rapidly increased. Still unwill- 
ing to become a candidate, he had ad- 
dressed letters to every county in the state 
asking for an honest expression of opinion 
as to the local sentiment regarding him, 
and it was not until thousands of replies 
to these had convinced him that there was 
a strong popular demand for him—or for 
some other good old-fashioned democrat 
like him—that he wrote and gave to the 
public his formal letter of announcement, 
addressing it to the democrats of Clarke 
county in response to a petition from 
them. 

His candidacy, he sald, was the work 
of the men who pay the taxes, who build 
the roads, who. plow the fields, and who 
fight the battles of democracy man _ to 
man. So strong were they that four other 
candidates retired from the race, and for 
a time it looked as if he would have no 
opposition. But his letter of announce- 
ment had said some things that had mor- 
tally’ offended the little political ring that 
thought it could elect governors and state- 
house officials without consulting the peo- 
ple, and immediately following the return 
of Governor W. Y. Atkinson and his party 
from Mexico there had been conferences 
in the Kimball house and elsewhere, which 
finally led to a declaration that Candler 
must be beaten at all hazards. Then 
Judge Spencer R. Atkinson was brought 
out, followed by Senator Berner’s abrupt 
plunge, and the colonel tronically observed 
that they were both doing the work re- 
quired of them with an industry which 
showed whether or not the politicians who 
had put them in the race were lacking in 
judgment. 

Some Leaks To Be Stopped. 

“The ring is against me,”’ he said, “but, 
thank God, the people are against the 
ring.’’ 

He spoke of the several planks in his 
platform, and discussed the state tax rate 
at some length. He said that his original 
suggestion that the present rate was too 
high had been received with so much ap- 
Plause by the people that Messrs. Berner 
and Atkinson had not only attempted to 
appropriate it to themselves, but had act- 
ually begun to charge that he did not know 
what he was doing when he advanced the 
idea. He said he had never proposed any 
special plans to reduce the tax rate, but 
had declared that it should go no higher— 
that it was time to put on the brakes. He 
thought the best way to do this was to 
stop the leaks which exist already, and to 
exercise such wise economy in future as 
to keep the rate within the reasonable 
ability of the people to pay. 

“But Spencer Atkinson says there are 
no leaks,”” the colonel continued, “and he 
has defied me in several of the speeches 
made by him before my official duties per- 
mitted me to take the stump to name any. 
Well, judge, I’ll name one. If your con- 
Stant campaigning and speech-making 
during the past two months has not been 
done at the expense of the duty you owe 
the state as railroad commissioner, then 
there’s qa very considerable leak in the 
$2.00 a year you are receiving in salary. 
And, if you are neglecting your duty— 
holding on to one office while running for 
another—you are not a fit man to be gov- 
ernor. Take your choice. But whether 
you are neglecting your duty or not, you 
know and I know and the people know 
that you are using that $2,500 which the 
state pays you for the purpose of further- 
ing your personal] political interests, and 
of defeating me for governor. I think you 
will not dispute with me that this constl- 
tutes a leak, and that the taxpayers are 


entitled to a little better return for their 


money.’”’ 
Some More Leaks. 
The colonel said he had the highest per- 
sonal regard for some of the men who 


had been appointed to the railroad com- 


mission, and he said, also, that during the 
first few years of the existence of that 
body the members unquestionably earned 
and deserved all the salary they got, but 
that since the work of the department had 
been systematized, the original conditions 
had changed. Last year, he said, the com- 
mission had met on only twenty-eight out 
of the 365 days, and the three members had 
each received nearly $100 a day., He 
thought that this was too much. 
a member of the state senate ten years ago 
he had worked and voted in favor of a 
bill which proposed to take the power of 
appointment away from the governor and 
to elect the railroad commissioners directly 
hy the people. He favored such a measure 
then, and he favored it now. The audience 
joudly applauded the suggestion, and 
laughter mingled with their cheers. 

He called attention to Judge Atkinson’s 
repeated declarations that the salaries of 
statehouse officers should not be reduced, 
and he said that in the main he coincided 
with that view. But at the same time he 
thought the statehouse officers should do 
the work entrusted to them and accept in 
full payment the salary fixed by law, Then 


he started in to show that the statehouse 


officials were not only getting extra f£ 
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for work that fhey did do, but that the 
State was actually paying others to per- 


form work that they didn’t do. Although. 


the attorney general was supposed to be 
the law officer of the state in all matters. 
the colonel showed that $1,000 had been paid 
to Hon. W. C. Adamson in December, 1896, 
for legal services, and $1,000 in January, 
1897, to Hon. N. J. Hammond, on the same 
account. At the same time the attorney 
general had received in fees $450 in 1894; 
$1,770 in 1896, and $500 in 1897. 
Wants an Honest Ballot. 

The colonel was going further on the 
Same line, and had made a humorous ref- 
erence to the fact that as soon as Judge 
Atkinson was appointed railroad commis- 
sioner he had opened law offices in the 
Equitable building, when he was reminded 
by Judge Fite that the hour given him by 
the court In which to make his speech 
had expired. The crowd roared a request 
for him to go on, but: he said that he did 
not want his candidacy to disturb the ju- 
diclary of the state and that he felt he 
did not need to say much more in order to 
accomplish the mission which had brought 
him to Whitfield county. In spite of the 
abrupt closing of his speech he made a 
very strong presentation of his plea, as 
delivered at Rome, for a fair ballot and an 
honest count, He said it was the stand he 
had taken against the political ring and 
political trickery that had forced “‘the men 
who control” to bring out candidates 
against him, but that he was fully pre- 
pared to face the battle should they bring 
out half a dozen more. 

“When General Scott started south to 
capttre Richmond in 1861," he said, “‘the 
general stumbled upon good ol@ Johnston 
at Bull Run, and you all know the result. 
Later a high Yederal official said to Scott 
in Washirgten: ‘General, you were able 
to capture the City of Mexico. Why 
eculdn’t you get into Richmond? ‘Be- 
cause,’ said the general, ‘the same men 
who carried me into Mexico kept me out 
of Richmond.’ And I want to say to you 
good democrats of Whitfield that the same 
men who were deceived once by the po- 
litical ring won't be deceived again. The 
men who electea W. Y. Atkinson governor 
are going to see that Spencer Atkinson is 
not elected governor. It is a fight of two 
men against one, but the one is not 4 dit 
fearful of the result.” 

Reception to Colonel Candler. 

The audience crowded around Colonel 


Candler when he quit to such violent pur- | 


pose that the resumption of court was de- 
layed for a long time. When the Candler 
club committee, consisting of Messrs. John 
Black, Sam P. Maddox and A. H. Shaver, 
finally rescued him, he wag taken to the 
residence of Dr. and Mrs. Graham, where 
an informal dinner was given in his honor.

DEMAND WAR IF NECESSARY 


Perkins Openly Charges Spain with 
Wrecking the Battleship Maine. 


CLAY, OF GEORGIA, IS FOR INTERFERENCE 


Warfare Carried on in Cuba Is De- 
clared To Be the Most Brutal 
Known in History. 


Washington, April 4.—It was fiank- 
ly and openly charged in the senate 
today by Mr. Perkins, of California, 
in a set speech, that Spain was respon- 
sible for the Maine disaster, and it had 
been brought about by Spanish machi- 
nations and treachery. 

The speech of Mr. Perkins was only one 
of four prepared addresses upon the Cubin 
question delivered in the senate. 

Quite unexpectedly the discussion was 
precipitated and set speeches were deliver- 
ed upon it. 


(Mr. Clay, of Georgia, based his remarks, 


upon the reSolution submitted by Mr. For- 
aker, of Ohio—a resolution for independence 
and, if necessary, of armegd intervention. 

In opening a set speech upon the question 
Mr. Perkins, of California, eulogized the 
conduct of the president for the calm, dig- 
nified and conservative manner in which he 
has handled the grave problem presented 
for his solution. Those who were in power 
fully realized the necessity for the preserva- 
tion, if possible, of peace. President Mc- 
Kinley, General Woodford, our minister to 
Madrid, and Consul General Lee had all 
won distinction in battle and ‘he believed 
that their judgment and discretion could be 
depended upon to guide the country safely 
and truly. 

(Mr. Perkins referred briefly to the scheme 
instituted by Weyler to starve more than 
a million of Spanish subjects into submis- 
sion and declared that nothing in all his- 
tory compared with the atrocity and bru- 
tality that Weyler had exercised against 
the Cubans. The time for action had, in 
his opinion, arrived. 

“A little more delay,” said he, “a 
little more waiting and the United 
States would become an accessory to 
the greatest, the most appalling crime 
in history. The patience of a great 
nation has its limits, and in this case 
the limit has been reached. The time 
for the horrors in Cuba to cease has 
come and cease they must. 


“Right, justice and humanity demanded 
that this government should intervene to 
Stop the cruel warfare being waged by 
Spain against the Cuban insurgents—a peo- 
ple who were struggling for their freedom 
within ninety miles of our own shores.” 


Mr. Perkins, who has had a lifetime of 

experience in the handling of great vessels, 
discussed the destruction of the Maine from 
the viewpoint of an expert. He declared 
our sailors and officers had been beguiled 
by the reception of the Spaniards to a place 
in a friendly harbor and there, without a 
minute’s warning, been blown Into eter- 
nity. : 
It would have been impossible, Mr. Per- 
kins said, for any man or set of men to 
place in the harbor of Havana mines or 
torpedoes without the knowledge of the 
government authorities. 

“This most hideous crime of the 
nineteenth century,’’ declared Mr. Per- 
kins vehemently, ‘“‘was an act of wer 
and I believe it is so regarded by the 
nations of the world.” 

No offer of reparation could wipe out the 
feeling of the people of this country upon 
the matter and@ intensity had been added 
to that feeling by the almost frivolous 
manner in which the disaster had been 
treated by Spain. The only honorable ac- 
tion for this country now to take was to 
intervene and free Cuba from the yoke 
of Spain, which she had so long borne. 

Mr. Mantle followed with an extended 
speech upon the absorbing topic of Cuba. 
He had the highest regard for the present 
occupant of the white house, but it was 
perfectly evident to all that the time for 
diplomatic negotiations on the Cuban 
question had passed. The time for action 
had arrived and the sooner it was taken 
the better it would be for all concerned. 
Spain had violated every principle of ciyvi- 
lized warfare and had thrown humanity 
to the winds. 

Mr. Rawlins, of Utah, said the crese 
between Spain and the United States 
was made up. It was no longer for 
the executive to decide what course 
to pursue. | 

With congress rested the responsibility 
of declaring war, and as this was the 
pressing duty the president was no longer 
the party to be crificised if any one was 
to be. Congress can, if it wills, he said. 
decide to have peace with incidental out- 
rage and clandestine murder. Ags for him- 
self, he did not choose to accept peace un- 
der such circumstances. Mr. Rawlings op- 
posed further delay. He was informed that 
the committee on foreign relations had 
reached a conclusion and that while the 
president was advised of the probable ac- 
tion of the committee that body had no 
such information as to the president's 
also. He was also convinced that the pres- 
ident wanted further delay. 

Mr. Rawlins did not consider this neces- 
sary. The destruction of the Maine and 
the clandestine murder of 266 of our sali- 
lors had occurred forty-eight days since, 
but this was not all. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Rawlins’s speech 
the sundry civil appropriation bill was 
taken up, but without disposing of it this 
afternoon the senate went into executive 
session and at 5:15 o’clock p. m. adjourned.

Work and Adjourns. 


ACCEPTS MONROE COLLEGE 


President Northen Compliments the 
Work of the Members. 


VERY HIGH PLANE REACHED BY THE BODY 


It Was Strictly a Business Gathering 
with No Manipulation, but All 
Working for Church’s Good. 


‘Augusta, Ga., April 4—(Spec jal.)\—The 
last day’s session of the Georgia Baptist 
cenvention began with devotional exer- 
cises by Rev. A. E. Booth, of Cumming. 

The report of the committee on the dis- 
tribution of the minutes, etc., recommend- 
ed the publication of 4,900 coptes, the pay- 
ment of $100 to secretary and $25 to his as- 
sixte nt—adopted., 

Rev. J. I. White, of Macon, made the 
report of the committee on Baptist Young 
People’s Union, and extended a cordial 
invitation to all to come to Macon in June 
to the. Young People’s convention. The 
report says there are eighty unions besides 
other young people’s societies. 

Dr. Landrum introduced a resdlution for 
B. F. Abbott, of Atlanta, who had to re- 
turn home, referring to the executive com- 
mittee, with power to act, a request from 
the Peck estate in Atlanta for a quit claim 
deed to a@ lot in that city purchased years 
ago from the Baptists, the dee@ to which 
wag never recorded. Adopted. 


The Foreign Missions. | 


The report on foreign missions was 
then made and elicited some of the most 
earnest and eloquent speeches of the con- 
vention, one of the most impressive and 
effective being by Dr. Broughton, of At- 
lanta, 

Rev. A. A. Marshall submitted the re- 
port of the special committee on the re- 
port of the executive committee, which 
was adopted without debate. 

The report of the executive committee 
was adopted. 

The report of the finance committee 
showed $2,301.63 received for the various 
works of the convention and@ turned over 
to Treasurer Bernard, of the convention, 
with his receipt for the same. Adopted. 

Report from the cOmmittee on religion 
and destitute churches was discussed and 
adopted.

The report of the committee on temper- 
ance was made by Rev. R. E. L. Harris,

Georgia of the anti-saloon bill, and said 
though it had been voted down in the past, 
its friends had not given it up. He said it 
Was avery different measure from the Car-

the support of all Christian people. 

Dr. Solomon and several others made 
fervent speeches and the report of the 
committee was adopted. 

A motion to substitute for the standing 
committee on Sunday schools ang the com- 
mittee on literature a committee on the 
work of the Sunday school board was 
moved by Dr. Kilpatrick and carried. 

Dr. H. R. Bernard was unanimously re- 
elected treasurer of the convention. 

Rev. S. Y. Jameson, of Atlanta, moved 
the consideration of the action of the con- 
vention in accepting the offer of the Mon- 
roe Female college. He said it was of- 
fered to the Rehoboth Association and it 
was declined. It was offered to the board 
of trustees and they deelined it. It is said 
it will not survive another year if we don't 
take it. Why shoul@ we take it 
if it is not the right place. We fear 
a Baptist female college, but is this the 
right place? Is this the best plant to 
adopt? We ought to go slow and deal 
With this matter like business men. I do 
not say we shall not accept Monroe col- 
lege, but let us refer the matter to a com- 
petent committee for investigation to re- 
port to the next convention. 

Dr. W. W. Landrum said: ‘“‘We ought not 
to put stamp and imprimature of conven- 
tion on it unless we want to hurt Shorter 
and LaGrange female colleges that are 
not asking our financial aid. If we take 
this step it may involve us in a financial 
Outlay that will paralyze our other work 
in Georgia. I heartily indorse the motion 
of Brother Jameson -to refer this matter to 
a committee for thorough investigation to 
report to the next convention.” 

Rev. Joseph Gross, Rev. Mr. Wray, of 
Milledgeville, spoke along the same line. 

Rev. Alex Bealer, Rev. J. S. White and 
Rev ‘Mr. Carter opposed the reconsidera- 
tion and espoused the cause of Monroe 
college. 

Rey. R. B. Ragsdale urged time for con- 
sideration. He favored the reconsideration 
of the convention’s action and reference to 
a committee.

CINCINNATI GOES DEMOCRATIC : 


Republicans Were Split Asunder on 
National and Local Issues, 


AND IT WAS SMOOTH SAILING 


This Was the First Time Cincinnati 
Has Been Carried by the Demo- 
crats for Several Years. 


Cincinnati, April 4.—(Special.)—Nominal- 
ly republican by from three to four thou- 
sand, Cincinnati went democratie today. 

This is the first time the democrats have 
carried Cincinnati in years without the ald 
of fusion. The vote was extremely l'ght, 
being but 32,000, or less than 40 per cent 
of the total city vote. But one office, that 
of judge of the superior court, was to be 
fillea. John Galvin was the republican 
nominee and Edward J. Dempsey the dem- 
ocrat. It was a hand to hand fight be- 
tween the two parties, there being but two 
candidates. Dempsey was elected by over 
2,000 majority. 

The reform republicans took the lead in 
this campaign and the “Cox machine’ 
stepped aside. The reform republicans are 
sorely perplexed over Galvin’s defeat and 
charge it to the republican machine. George 
B. Cox is charged with contrfbuting to 
Galvin’s defeat in order to become a second 
Richard Croker and be called back to the 
leadership after the party meets several 
defeats in the absence of his aid. 

Many republicans, dissatisfied with the 
Cuban course of the administration, voted 
the democratic ticket and others refused to 
go to the_polls. The result is a slap at 
Senator Forak@, who has made himself 
unpopular with the party workers. For- 
aker's brother. brought about Galvin’s 
nomination and last week the senator 
caused a letter to be published here calling 
for Galvin’s election. 

The regular organization being opposed to 
anything savoring of Foraker, rebuked him. 
Galvin’s defeat is generally attributed to 


Foraker’s support.

The Foreign Trade of France. 

While France is greatly exercised in 
mind over her steadily decreasing birth 
trate, it seams that she has other grave 
problems upon her hands also. One of 
these is outlined by our consular repre- 
sentative at Lyons, Mr. John C. Covert. 

Mr. Covert states that the splendid for- 
eign trade which France possessed some 
few years back is now declining rapid- 
ly, and that France is using every means 
within her power to arrest the tendency 
which seems fated to destroy her com- 
merce, 

Twenty-five years ago France ranked 
second among the great commercial 
powers of the globe, the order being 
Great Bfitain, France, Germany and the 
United States. In 1886 France dropped 
from the second to the fourth place, and 
the powers stood, respectively, Great 
Britain, the United States, Germany and 
France. 

Since 1886 the foreign trade of Irance 
has declined 3 per cent. On the other 
hand Great Brritain’s foreign trade has 
increased, 32 per cent, Germany's 46 per 
cent and the United States’ 14 per cent. 

So good reason exists for the uneasi- 
ness which France feels over the pres- 
ent status of her foreign trade relations. 
Mr. Roche, ex-minister of commerce, 
believes that France is indebted for her 
loss to the apathy of home merchants in 
not seeking foreign markets for domes- 
tic products. The remedy which Mr. 
Roche suggests is that wide-awake and 
vigorous young men be sent to foreign 
markets for the purpose of advertising 
properly the merits of home mantufac- 
turers. Several leading French mer- 
chants have already ¢ommenced to test 
the efficacy -of this prescribed remedy. 

But sometime must necessarily elapse 
before the good results which are ex- 
pected to accrue from it can possibly 
materialize, and the wneasiness which 
France feels at present is destined to 
disturb her sleep for several years yet. 
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Martial Prowess. 

Since war between the United States 
and Spain is likely to burst forth at 
any moment, it may be of some interest 
to inquire briefly into the number and 
outcome of the wars which each country 
has waged in recent years. 

Within the comparatively short period 
of time which the history of our sepa- 
rate national existence covers, we have 
waged five wars, viz, the revolutionary 
war, the war of 1812, the war with Trip- 
oli, the Mexican war and the war be- 
tween the states. Im each of these 
great conflicts the flag of the United 
States waved triumphantly. 

Without the stigma of one single de- 
feat upon our national ensign and with- 
out the slightest division of sentiment 
in the ranks of our people, north, south, 
east or west, could we possibly engage 
in difficulties under more auspicious cir- 
cumstances ? 

But what of Spain’s martial prowess? 
Within the same period of time which 
our own history covers, Spain has waged 
six wars, in not one of which has she 
been successful unless her subjugation 
of the Cubans in the famous ten-year 
war is so regarded. One after another 
she has permitted her South Ameriran 
colonies to spurn her yoke, until now, 
in spite of the protracted campaigns 
which she has waged in the lower por- 
tion of the western hemisphere, not one 
vestige of her brutal tyranny remains 
in that quarter. ! 

Under the burden of so many past de- 
feats, could Spain, with any rational 
assurance of success, become involved in 
difficulties with the United States? 

To note the vicissitudes which other 
nations have experienced within the 
past one hundred and thirty years, Great 
Britain during this time has waged six 
wars, in two of which she has failed 
disastrously, viz, the revolutionary war 
and the war of 1812. France also has 
waged six wars during this interval, in 
two of which she has met with failure. 

So, with respect to the world’s record 
for the past century and a quarter, the 
United States is decidedly ahead on the 
score of victories achieved in battle. 
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A. Gigantic Industry. 

The rapid growth of the pig iron in- 
dustry in the United States during the 
century which is now drawing to its 
close presents some interesting figures. 

In 1810 the total output of our com- 
bined enterprise aggregated only 53,008 
tons of pig iron, and the state of Penn- 
sylvania produced the greater part of 
this amount. 

But since the industry made its form- 
al advent, eighty-seven years ago, its 
progress has been one-continuous mir- 
acle of growth. In twenty years it treb- 
led, increasing from 53,008 tons of pig 
iron produced in 1810 to 165,000 tons pro- 
duced in 1830. To bring the figures 
further on down, the progress which the 
industry has made in later years is in- 
dicated in the following yearly outputs: 
In 1840, 286,903 tons; in 1850, 563.755 
tons; in 1860, 821,223 tons; in 1864, 1,014,- 
282 tons; in 1870, 1,665,179 tons; in 1872, 
2,048,713 tons; in 1880, 3,835,281 tons: in 
1881, 4,144,254 tons; in 1886, 5,683,329 
tons; in 1887, 6,417,148 tons; in 1889. 
7,603,642 tons; in 1890, 9,203,703 tons; in 
1897, 9,652,703 tons. 

Since the close of the late war between 
the states the proportions of the pig iron 
industry of the United States have in- 
creased ten-fold. In what other line of 
enterprise has the progress of the coun- 
try been more rapid during the same 
interval of time? 

For the present year it is estimated 
that the total output of pig iron in the 
United States will aggregate 10,000,000 
tons. 3 

But what of the south’s share in this 
important phase of our § industrial 
growth? In 1878 the south produced 
less than 10 per cent of the country’s 
total output of pig iron, or barely more 
than 275,000 tons; but in 1897 the south 
produced not less than 20 per cent of the 
country’s total output, or approximately 
2,000,000 tons. 

In the state of Alabama the growth 
of the southern pig iron indust'ry has 
been more strongly accentuated than in 
any other state. In 1878 Alabama pro- 
duced only 41,000 tons of pig iron, but 
in 1897 she produced over 900,000 tons. 

One reason why the south does not 
produce as much pig iron as tae north 
and east is due to the fact that the in- 
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young. 
have elapsed since the south first en- 
gaged in this important branch of in- 
dustry, while the north and east have 
been engaged in it continususly since 
1810. On account of the industrial pa- 
ralysis which the late war entailed upon 
this section, we have not been able to 
develop its abundant resources; but with 
the increased enterprise and wealth 
which time thas brought to “1s in spite of 
adverse circumstances, we expect to 
show the world within the next few 
years that the south is the garden spot 
of the republic.

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'THE 1762 SIEGE OF HAVANA. 


How the British and American Colo- 
nists Took the City That Year. 
From The New York Sun. 

If we are to have a war with Spain, and 
an invasion of Cuba by the United States 
forces, it will not be the first time that this 
country has furnished troops for ‘the cap- 
ture of Havana. 

Ph wchin — after the declaration of war 
“ngland and Spain, the British 
heme re dispatched an _ expedition 

Sainst Havana. The land forces were com- 
manded by Lord Albemarle (William Anne 
Keppel), the victor of Culloden, and the 
fleet by Admiral] Sir George Pocock, who 
had recently returned from a brilliant cam- 
paign in the East Indies. The expedition, 
as organized, was to consist of 16,000 men, of 
which Lord Albemarlé carried with him 
4,000 Britisr regulars, Ejght thousand were 
to be furnished from the British forces then 
In the West Indies under General Monck- 
ton, and 4,000 from the continent of North 
America. Of these 2,000 were to be British 
regulars and 2,000 provincial troops. 

The fleet left Spithead -March 6th, and 
upon Its arri¥al was re-enforced by the fleet 
there under Rodney’s command, and soon 
after, on its way to Cuba, by Captain Her- 
Monckton’s troops joined 
Albemarle at Martinique and the land 
forces were augmented to 11,351, 

The English fleet arrived off Havana on 
June 6th. Here Pocock divided his fleet. 
With the larger division he sailed down 
the coast past Havana. On the next day he 
manned his boats and made preparations 
apparently for landing at a point about four 
miles west of Havana. But this was a mere 
feint to distract the attention of the Span- 
ish while the actual landing was made by 
the other division under Commodore Au- 
gustus Keppel, a brother of Lord Albe- 
marle, about six miles east of Havana. Here 
the army was landed in three divisions, 
commanded respectively by IAeutenant Gen- 
eral Elliott, Major General Keppel, another 
brother of Lord Albemarle, and Brigadier 
General William Howe, afterward the ‘“‘Lord 
Howe’’ of our revolution. With this force 
was also Colonel Guy Carleton, who, as 
Sir Guy Carleton, surrendered New York 
city to General Washington in 1783 On 
this occasion he distinguished. himself by 
his gallantry in repelling a charge made by 
the Spanish cavalry upon the landing forces. 

Commodore Keppel: gives this account of 
the landing: 

“At an appointed signal the flat-bottom- 
ed boats containing the troops repaired to 
their respective rendezvous under the sterns 
of the line of battleships, whose captains 
conducted them to the shore. While the 
embarkation was going on the enemy made 
a show of resistance from a breastworks 
Which they had thrown up. Upon iis Com- 
modore Keppel directed the Mercury and 
Bonnetta to pour their fire into them, and 
they were soon put to fifght. A more con- 
siderable body of men making their appear- 
ance, he ordered Captain Hervey to run 
In ang batter a fort situated at the mouth 
of the Bocca Nao, which in the course of 
an hour he completely silenced, and the 
army landed without further molestation,” 

He thus describes the defenses of Havana 
at that time: 

“The harbor of Havana, which is spacious 
enough to contain a hundred eail of the 
line, is defended by two strong forts. The 
principal of these, the Morro, built upon 
a narrow point of land, is inaccessible from 
the sea. o the east it is fortified by sev- 
eral works and by a deep ditch, half of 
which is cut out of the solid rock. On the 
opposite entrance of the harbor stands Fort 
de la Punta: further in and op a level with 
the water is a strong battery mounting 
twelve guns, called “The Twelve Apostles.’ 
and higher up a work opposite the point 
gate called ‘The Shepherd’s battery.’ Above 
these are the Cavannos, a chain of hills 
which range from the Morro to the plains 
of Gunamacoa. A chain of bastions and 
other works defend the town to the west.” 

The landing having been successfully ac- 
con. plished, one division of the army, under 
Major General Keppel, marched to the west 
to invest the Morro Castle and the fortifi- 
cations on that side of the harbor. General 
Howe's division wae assigned to theeinvest- 
ment of the Castle del Punta, while Gen- 
eral Elliott, with the center division, cut 
off the city from all communications with 
the interior of the island. 

The British commanders at once com- 
menced the erection of batteries at the most 
advantageous points on the line of invest- 
ment. This was accomplished under greit 
difficulties. The troops were unaccustomed 
to the heat of a Cuban summer, the water 
was searce and very bad, there was great 
want of fresh provisions, and the army 
soon began’ to show signs of epidemic dis- 
ease. At one time there were 5,000 soldiers 
and 3,000 seamen on the sick list. Fortu- 
nately, Albemarle had brought with him 
from Martinique about 1,500 negroes, and 
these performed the greater part of the 
work of throwing 
erecting batteries. In spite of all obstacles 
it was pushed on as rapidly as possible, 
and on June 30th the batteries bearing on 
the Morro were completed, and the next 
morning a ‘tremendous cannonade was 
opened on the Spanish fort. 

Admiral Pocock, anxious to co-operate 
with the land forces, directed Commodore 
Keppel to send a part of his fleet to bom- 
bard the Morro on.the sea side, hoping thus 
to divide the attention of the enemy and 
prevent the concentration of. his fire upon 
the batteries. It was a dangerous under- 
taking. Keppel savs: 

“The ships proceeded to their stations. 
Captain Campbell, in the Sterling Castle, 
was ordered to lead, but his courage failed 
him. The three other ships—the Dragon. 
Marlborough and Cambridge—anchored 
close in with the shore and laid their 
broadsides against the fort. For six hours 
they kept up an unintermitting fire. Early 
in the engagement Captain Goosetry, of the 
Cambridge, was killed.” 

Captain Hervey, in announcing to Keppe] 
Captain Goosetry’s death, wrote: 

“T am unluckily aground, but my guns 
bear. I cannot pe: ceive their fire to slack- 
en. © * * J have many men hors de com. 
bat now and officers wounded; my masts 
and .rigging much cut, and only one an- 
chor. I shall stay here as long as I can 
and await your orders.” 

As it was evident that the fire of these 
ships had little effect on the Morro, while 
its fire was playing havoc with them, Com- 
modore Keppel ordered their withdrawal. 
They were in bad condition and had to be 
retired for repairs. 

On July 9th the English batteries again 
opened on the Morro, and the next week 
showed encouraging results. On the 16th 
the English fire had increased, while the 
Morro could only reply with two guns. The 
British commanders now determined that 
it was time to prepare for an.assault upon 
the works. The Morro was defended by a 
ditch eighty feet deep and forty feet wide, 
cut through solid rock, except in one place, 
where a narrow ledge had been left across 
the ditch to shut out the water from the 
sea. Along this ledge only one man could 
pass at a time, but on July 18th the Eng- 
lish sappers and miners made a dash across 
it and effected a jodgment in the wall! of the 
fortress. 

The defense of the Morro had been com- 
mitted to Don Luis Velasco, a gallant naval 
captain, who proved himself worthy of the 
trust. Appreciating the necessity of driv. 
ing the British miners from their position, 
Velasco sallied@ out with 1,500 men in three 
divisions, but was promptly met and repuls- 
ed with heavy loss. In this affair the bat- 
tation of Royal Americans, who had just 
arrived, distinguished itself greatly. Under 
the immediate command of General Keppel, 
who led it in person, it defeated one of the 
Spanish columna, driving them into the 
river, where 10 Spaniards were drowned. 

In the subsequent operations of the siege, 
the American provincials, 2,300 strong, con- 
sisting of the First Connecticut regiment,

eral Phineas Lyman, did good service. 
Lyman was colonel of the Connecticut 
troop, but being the senior provincial offi- 
cer, he took command of the brigade, and 
his lieutenant colonel, Israel Putnam, the 
“Old Put’ of our revolution, commanded 
the regiment.

HE strongest attack that Councilman 
iz Lumpkin has yet made upon officials 

of the city gcvernment for the alleged 
illegal expenditure of the city’s money 
came yesterday afternoon in council, when 
the third ward councilman eclipsed all his 
former efforts at assailing the officials. In 
a bitter and caustic speech, he charged that 
some of the officials had used the money for 
their own incividual profit, and in a pointed 


| ordinance he later introduced he proposed 


to put a stop to the disbursement of the 
city’s money except dn cases where the 
minutes of the council are produced show- 
ing that the body has authorized the ex- 
penditure. 

He laughed at the city administrotion, 
and in a flood of sarcasm he expressed 
sympathy and sorrow for the administra- 
tion in that it has failed.to secure trans- 
fers, a new city hall, and said it would

lose the water bonds if given time. 

The illegal expenditures, he claimed, 
amount to $23,830.46, which he says is twice 
as muchas the legal expenditures for the 
same kind of work. He repeated his charge 
that streets had been improved without 
authority of council, and that the money 
had been paid without authority. He ex- 
onerated the city comptroller of all blame, 
and said he believed the comptroller to 
be honest, but he thought the fault lav 
with the officials who had approved the 
vouchers first, for, he said, all of them 
had been approved and signed before going 
to the comptroller. 

Councilman Lumpkin produced figures to 
prove his claims. He had itemized state- 
ments of every assertion he made, and 
said they could not be denied. He claimed 
that men with political pulls have had pri- 
vate property improved, while public citi- 
zens could not have the public streets 
improved. 

“Why any’man can approve vouchers 
for this work and betray the trust impes- 
ed in him by the péople of his city for 
his own personal and individual benefit is 
beyond my comprehension,’’ said Mr. Lump- 


kin, in a fiery finish to his torrid arraign- 


ment of the city government. 

Mr. Lumpkin began by saying that he 
wanted to offer a communication which he 
had promised at the last session of the 
council regarding the city comptroller. 

“I regret,” said he, “that I displayed 
some temper before, but I do not intend 
to say now that I apologize for anything 
I have said. I want to read you some 
figures to show you how the money of 
the city has been spent illegally and with- 
out the authority of the city. Now here 


are the figures: 

“Total expenditures made in the discre- 
tion of the commissioner of public works in 
amounts less than $100, under sections 1305 
and 1306 of the city code, which are only 
legal in cases of emergency, $6,222.93. 

“Total expenditures in amounts over $100 
without authority or appropriation by 
council, which are clearly illegal, $14,879.41. 

“Total expenditures in excess of the 
amounts appropriated hy council far spe- 
cific work, which are clearly illegal, $8,951.05. 

“Total expenditures made with authority 
and appropriation by council, $11,359.53. 

“Total amount spent by commissioner

of public works,  $30,053.39—nearly three 
times the amount spent by the council. 

“Total amount spent illegally and with- 
out any appearance of authority, $23,830.46. 

“These figures are taken from the hooks 
of the city clerk and the report of the 
commissioner of public works for 1897. 

‘‘Now here are five alleys that have been 
paved, two of them having been before the 
council, and three of them having never 
been passed up or authorized: Brotherton’s 
alley, DeWalds alley, Bumsteads alley and 
Browns alley. 

“tT find that Hirsch’s alley has been 
paved and improved. This alley is strictly 
private, running through private property, 
and‘there is no reason in the world why 
it should have been improved. It was never 
brought before council and the work was 
unauthorized. 

“Here are some figures regarding the il- 
legal expenditures on street improvements. 
Some of them are strange. Here. for in- 
stance, is $667.01 spent on Davis street walix 
where neverone cent was authorized. Now, 
any sane man knows that this must have 
been spent on private property, for the city 


has no earthly use for walis out in the 


streets. But these statistics show the

“Now, gentlemen, why is 
spent, and why is it all spent in certain 
sections? Why are private alleys paved 
when people on public streets cannot get 
improvements? : 

“When a man with political pull has his 
private alleys paved, and when it comes to 
paving these streets without any authority 
of council, it is clear that it is being done 
for the benefit of some one. 

“Why any man can approve vouchers 
for this work and betray the trust imposed 
in him by the people of his city for his 
own personal and individual benefit is be- 
yond my.comprehension. Salaries of clerks 
have been raised without any authority. 
The city comptroller claims that he has 
spent no money illegally. I called his at- 
tention to the Cooper street matter, but 
since that time these vouchers have been 
Signed just ad before. I think the comp- 
troller’s methods exceedingly tax. 

“I see from the newspaper that the 
mayor says he approves these expendi- 
tures, so Il suppose the comptroller is just 
simply following instructions. We should 
pass an ordinance this afternoon placing 
him in a position that will stop this. The 
mayor and other head officials have ap- 
proved this, and, I suppose, are responsible. 
I don’t care who is responsible, but it has 
been done, illegally and wrongfully. Work 
which the council has ordered done has 
been left undone, and work never thought 
of or authorized ‘by council has been done. 
Gentlemen, what good are you as council- 
men if your orders are thus treated? 

“If this city government expects to build 
monuments to hand down to posterity, it 
is certainly doomed to a sad disappoint- 
ment. If there is anything that can invoke 
Sympathy for the city administration, it is 
to see the props knocked out from under 
its hopes and aspirations, and to see its 
beautiful plans perish. First it failed to ger 
the promised transfers; then it lost the 
new city hall, and if you give it a little 
time it will lose the water-bond issue. Yes, 
this city administration certainly invokes 
sympathy.” 

Councilman Lumpkin introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance, which was referred to 
the ordinance committee: 

“To prevent the payment of money or 
doing work without authority. é 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and general 
council, That it shall be the duty of every 
department of the city government boards 
or other bedies or persons having author- 
ity to order the spending of any money 
appropriated or set aside by the general 
council for the said departments, boards, 
commissions or other bodies or persons, to 
accompany each voucher for the payment 
of money with a copy from the minutes of 
the general council, boards, commissions 
or other bodies having authority as afore- 
said, showing that the amounts contained 
therein have been properly ordered and 
passed up, and are within the amounts 
appropriated or set aside as aforesaid.

Other Council Doings. 

Five hundred dollars was appropriated 
to repair Edgewood avenue bridge. 

Julius Simon again presented a petition 
to council to grant him a license to run a 
saloon on Decatur street. This time the 
petition was accompanied by a petition sign- 
ed by some of Simon’s friends. 

Flags for School Buildings. 

Council adopted the report of the com- 
mittee recommending that $500 be appro- 
priated to put United States flags upon all 
the school buildings in the city. This will 
give the city quite a gaia appearance, 
as there are so many public school build- 
ings. 

The petition of the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company to allow it to extend its 
lines to the Southern roilway shops was re- 
committed. 

An ordinance was passed putting all pub- 
lic parks now in the city and all that may 
hereafter be given for park purposes under 
the park commission. The same ordinance 
placed the Grady monument on Marietta 
street and the Erskine memorial fountain 
on Peachtree street under the park com. 
mittee. 

A night watchman for the city hall was 
provided for at a salary of $40 per month. 
His duties will be to guard the vaiuable 
papers and property around the building. 


ASPHALT FOR AUBURN AVENUE. 
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Council Opened Bids for the New Pav- 
ing, but Accepted None—Only 
Three Bids Made. 

The bids for paving Auburn avenue with 
asphalt were opened in council meeting. 
They were referred to the street commit- 

tee. The bids were as follows: 

Redmond & Co., for Kentucky bituminous 
asphalt, $1.89 per yard, with a six inch 
foundation, and $1.83 for a four inch founda- 
tion. 

The Warren-Scharf Paving Company, for 
Trinidad pitch lake asphalt, $2.21, with new 
stone foundation, and $2.05 if the present 
pavement is used for a foundation. 

Another bid was for the Trinidad asphalt, 
$1.98 for new stone foundation four inches 
thick and guaranteed for ten years. Same 
work guaranteed for five years, $1.78. If 
present stone is used for foundation, the 
company offers to give a ten year guaran- 
tee for $1.70, or a five year guarantee for 
$1.67. 


LUTHERANS ARE PAID $1,000. 


The Forsyth Street Church Is Award- 
ed Damages Caused by Regrad- 
ing That Street. 


The liveliest controversy during the en- 
tire session of the council was over the 
payment of $1,000 damages to the German 
Lutheran church on Forsyth and Garnett 
streets. The committee on contested 
claims reported in favor of paying the 
claim for damages. The church, it will be 
remembered, wanted damages for the low- 
ering of Forsyth street and cutting down 
the grade at its door. 

Alderman Mayson took the position that 
the $1,000 could not be legally paid because 
the church was indebted to the eity for 
some improvements in front of the church 
property.

VIADUCT BIDS ARE OPENED. 
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Atlanta Firms Make the Lowest Bid 
on Both Metal and Masonry 
Work. 


Atlanta contractors—Gude & Walker and 
Grant Wilkins will doubtless get the con- 
tract for building the Mitchell street via- 
duct. The bids were opened in the city 
council yesterday afternoon, and out of a 
large number of bids from the leading con- 
tractors of the United States, the Atlanta 
firms were the lowest bidders. 

Forty-seven thousand five fiundred and 
ninety-elght dollars was the amount of 
Grant Wilkins’s bid for the metal work of 
the viaduct, and about $20,000 is the esti- 
mate of the amount of the bid of Gude & 
Walker for the masonry work in the ap- 
proaches and abutments. This will make 
the cost of the viaduct about $67.90 without 
the pavement and some other work, which 
will cost about $7,000. 

The bids for the masonry were numerous 
and intricate. They were all different and 
were estimated at so much per yard for 
the masonry, so much per foot for the 
paving and many other parts of the abut- 


The bidding for the metal work of the 
bridge was cut close and some of the bids 
were quite low. The bidders for this part 
of the bridge were: 

Schultz Bridge and Iron Works, of Penn- 
eylivania, $54,000. A telegram received before 
the opening of this bid reduced the figures 
to $53,000. 

Milwaukee Bridge Works, $56,7%. 

New Jersey Steel and Iron works, $53,300. 

Edgemoor Bridge and Iron works, $47,750. 

Union Bridge Company, $56,640, 

Gude & Walker, $50,200. 

Massillon Bridge Company, $54,775. 

Carnegie Steel Company, $49,244. 

Youngstown Iron Bridge Company, $51,386. 

George E. King Bridge Company, $53,800. 

A. P. Roberts & Co., $62,797. 

Toledo Bridgé Company, $50,434. 

Grant Wilkins, $7,598. 

Wrought Iron Bridgé Company, of Can- 
ton, O., $50,996. 

Wisconsin Bridge Company, $3,667. 

King Bridge Company, $55,679.24. 

Grant Wilkins’s bid was the lowest by 
$152, and the Edgemoor Bridge Company 
was the only one to bid nearly so low. All 
of the bids were referred to the city en- 
gineer and bridge committee» Captain Clay- 
ton stated that the bid of Gude & Walker 
for the abutments and masonry, which is 
the lowest, would amount to-about $20,000. 


ALDERMEN’S RIGHTS DEBATED. 


Council Had a Hot Battle Over the 
Aldermen’s Privileges at Yes- 
terday’s Meeting. 


The councilmen and the aldermen lined 
up for a hard battle, and for an hour kept 
the session lively. They were fighting over 
the adoption of a manual of parliamentary 
proceedings for nse of the council. 

Councilman Burns introduced a resolution 
to adopt the manual of 189. Aiderman 
Mayson opposed, unless three sections 
were stricken. He thought the sections re- 
stricted the privileges of the aldermen. 

Councilman Burns made a Warm speech, 
in which he said the alderman hed no right 
to vote in the council proceedings upon 
matters of money, buy if the sections were 
stricken it would put in the power of the 
six aldermen to defeat the will of the entire 
counci]. He said that if the section re- 
lating to an alderman’s right to vote on 
amendments, which Mr. Mayson-wanted to 
strike, were stricken, it would be possible 
for the aldermen, by getting four council- 
men with them, to carry any measure, for 
while an alderman could not vote upon the 
main question, he might vote upon an 
amendment to the main question, and by 
passing the amendment or laying it upon 
the table thus kill the main question. 

The question of a manual was hotly de- 
bated, but finally recommitted to the com- 
mittee.

“Th's man Cook came tO My room and 
began cursing me and finally drew out a 
knife and made two Savage cuts at my 
heart.”’ 

Huff paused and dramatically showed two 
rents in his coat. 

“After he had tried to slice me with his 
knife."’ continued Huff, “he threw a hat- 
rack and a broom frame at my head. I have 
never given him any occasion to treat me 
so. I have been told that he has written 
notes to Mrs. Cook with my name signed 
to them.”’

Sketch of His Life. 

Colonel Latham was born in Campbellton, 
Campbell county, Georgia, September 6, 
1843, and was a son of Thomas A. and Caro- 
line M. Latham. 

He received his early {nstruction in Fay- 
etteville and Jonesboro. He was studious 
and ambitious and rapidly took a high po- 
sition in his classes at school. 

In 1861, ‘while a pupil under the instruc- 
tion of Colonel Allen D. Candler, the war 
caused Thomas Latham to volunteer. Colo- 
nel Latham was then eighteen years of 
age, but he made a valiant soldier, fought 
through the war, received many wounds 
and was thrice promoted for bravery. 

After the war he studied law in Atlanta, 
was admitted to the bar and moved to 
Fairburn, where he began the practice of 
his chosen profession. 

Colonel Latham moved to Fairburn, Ga., 
in 1871, and the following year was elect- 
ed to the state legislature from Campbell 
county, serving in the session of 1873-74 and 
took an active part as a member of the 
judiciary, finance, privileges and election 
committees. He was appointed solicitor 
general of the Coweta circuit January l, 
1875, and served one term. 

In 1888 Colonel Latham removed with his 
family to Atlanta, since which time he had 
been among the foremost members of the 
local bar. 

Colonel Latham was married December 

1874. to Miss Alethea Park, daughter of 

Andrew Park, of Meriwether county, 
Georgia. and was the father of four chil- 
dren, Misses May and Katie, Thomas A. 
and Alethea Latham, who survive him. 

Colonel Latham was a Royal Arch Ma- 
son and was among the highest ranking 
members of the Masonic fraternity in the 
state. He was a membor of the Methodist 
Episcopal church. 

He leaves three brothers and one sister, 
William L. Latham, of Harris county: Mrs.

COMMISSIONER ADAIR 
AND HIGH TAXES. 


What Commissioner Adair said Novem- 
ber 30, 1897, in The Atlanta Journal before 
he was a candidate for re-election: 

“To begin with, the question as to wheth- 
er the county shall build a new courthouse 
is not now up. It was settled long ago by 
the boanl. Not e@nly have the architects 
nearly completed the plans, but a levy of 
2.3 cents on the hundred has been made 
for that specific purpose, and by December 
1th, Mr. Stewart, the tax collector, will 
have in hand the stipulated $100,000. _ 

“So please put it. down as a fixed fact 
regardless of the present wrangle the 
courthouse will be built. 

“Now, then, a great deal has been sagd 
as to the effect of the proposed trade on 
the tax rate and the cry has gone out that 
if consummated it will largely increase fu- 
ture taxation. 

“What are the facts? Why, simply these: 
The county tax for this year is 59.4 cents; 
39.1 for regular expenses and 2.3 for spe- 
clal levy (amounting to the $100,000 I have 
already metttioned). The courthouse is to 
cost $250,000 and if we fail to get the $150.- 
00 expected from the city it is as Plain 
as A BC that the eum will have to be 
raised by special taxation. 

“That will require a levy of 30 cents, rals- 
ing the total rate for next year to 69.4 
cents. 

“I repeat with emphasis: If the court- 
house trade stands, next year’s county tax 
rate will not exceed 39.1. If the trade is 
broken up, next year’s county tax rate will 
not be less than 69.4. These are facts, and 
the responsibility must rest where it be- 
longs.”’ 

The trade has been declared illegal by 
the supreme court, so it is “as plain as A 
BC” that this year’s county tax rate will 
be the highest known, as Commissioner 
Adair, according to the above, said that 
it is “a fixed fact” that “the courthouse 
Will be built.’’ 

To quote Commissioner Adair, the “re- 
sponsibility” for such a high tax ‘must 
rest where it belongs,’”’ and to the taxpay- 
ers it is “as plain as A BC” thata large 
part of the responsibility will rest upon 
Commissioner Adair, but it will be a bur- 
den nevertheless to the TAX PAYERS.

Negro Drayman and Porter Arrested 
and Robbery Proven Against 
Them. 


Police Commissioner Branan has been 
victimized by one of his negro draymen, 
and the man he had trusted for nine. years 
is now behind the bars of a cell at police 
barracks charged with larceny. 

The commissioner and the drayman, 
Josh West, held a conference in the office 
of the city detectives last night. The dray- 
man tried hard to get his once trusting 
employer to look upon him with the old 
time favor, but there was too much evi- 
dence against the negro. 

West and a negro porter named Will 
Perry, it is said, have been hauling and 
selling goods from Branan Bros’. store for 
three or four years past and the goods have 
been peddled out below cost to small stores 
and families. 

It is posstble that the wholesale house 
has lost goods in this way to the value of 
nearly $1,000. 

West seems to have been the head man in 
the little game. About a week ago Patrol- 
man Jones ascertained that a negro was 
selling groceries about thee City and the 
matter was placed in the hands of City De- 
tective Hatris. In a few days two or three 
dray loads of groceries were captured 
which were identified by Commissioner 
Branan. This was the first time the com- 
missioner knew his store had been robbed. 

Last night the detective had secured evi- 
dence which showed, they said, beyond a 
doubt that West and Perry had stolen the 
groceries.
